Vets to Occupy Morgan House; 
First 18 Will Move in Soon 



"1 The Veterans' Housing Conimlt- 
.lee has made arrangements with 
McGill University to house veter- 
ans in "Morgan House," 361D Uni- 
versity street, opposite the Medical 
Building, It has been announced. 

Over a dozen rooms will be 
available, and It was originally 
planned to admit 34 men. Due, 
however, to the fact that some 40 
attended the meeting held on Fri- 
day evening, at the house ,it will 
be necessary to crowd more in. 

Priority for rooms will go to 
Y ; thoso who have no place' to live, or 
' ' who are at present paying the 
highest rent. The University will 
provide minimum furnishings, 
which will be paid for by the stu- 
dents running the building in the 
cotirse of time. At the latest re- 
port, beds have been secured for 18 
students, who are expected to move 
in very soon. A lialf dozen tables 
and bureaus have also been bouglU 
from Zeta Psi Fraternity. 



Morgan House wi^l be operated 
the year around at cost It is not 
as yet a cooperative enterprise, al- 
though it may become so later. The 
running of the house will be In the 
(lands of a committee ot six, elect- 
ed by the residents, ond this com- 
mittee will have a limited respon- 
sibility to the University autliorl- 
tles. Facilities for board may be 
set up later on, but it will be nec- 
essary first to obtain the requisite 
equipment as cheaply as may be. 

The building was bought by 
McGill University around June, 
1944, with the intention of using it 
as extra laboratory space for Dr. 
Hans Selye, professor of histology 
In the Faculty of Medicine. 

Then a rooming house, it was 
taken- over by the University in 
June 1945. However "due to facul- 
ty's inability to obtain a building 
permit," stated Dr. Sclyc in an in- 
tcrvicw. "plans were brought to a 
forced hall." The premises have 
remained vacant to date.

Dr. Selye Called 
To New Position 
At U. of Mont'l. 

Noted Endocrinologist 
Will Also Work Here 
Until Position Filled 

Dr. Hons Selye, professor of his- 
tology in the Faculty of Medicine, 
has accepted a post on the staff 
of the University of Montréal. At 
the same time he will continue to 
fill his o tti cejt t M eGill.until a suc- 
cessor cOThVê»i&und.''Dr. Selye, one 
of the world's leading endocrinolo- 
gists, will head the newly-created 
Institute of Experimental Medicine 
and Surgery, and will also be a 
professor of experimental medi- 
cine and surgery. 

Dr. Selye has studied at univcr- 
sities in Prasue. Paris and Rome, 
as well as McGiU, and is a mem- 
ber of the Rockefeller Foundation. 
After returning to Prague for a 
time, he accepted a post at McGill 
under Dr. Collip in the Department 
of Biochemistry. There, along with 
Dr. Collip, and Dean "Thomson, he 
published a number of papers on 
hormones and similar subjects. 

Later he became asslstont pro- 
fessor and then associate professor 
of histology In the Department of 
Anatomy. In this capacity he built 
a large group of graduates, and 
continued^ his research along the 
same Unes, publishing a number of 
papers and beginning an encyclo- 
pedia on endocrinology. 

Dr. Selye's new post gives him, 
with his associates, excellent facili- 
ties for research. Spacious labora- 
tories, complete with up-to-date 
equipment, and a library of 200,000 
books will soon be available. Pro- 
fessors for the leaching of endoc- 
rinology will be grouped and an 
exchange ot professors between 
McGill University and the Univer- 
sity^of Montreal is planned.

Navy Commissar 
From Yugoslavia 
Visits University 

His Ship Departs Soon 
Repleted With Supplies 
For Ravaged Homeland 

On Saturday morning Captain 
Stacko Doric, Commissar in the 
Yugoslav Navy, paid a visit to Mc- 
Gill. He is stationed on the mer- 
chant ship Marija Petrlnovlc now 
preparing to bring 'wheat, clothes 
and medical supplies from Canada 
to Yugoslavia. 

Captain Doric fought for three 
years in Tito's parUnn^' Bnd was 
engaged in the two^mohths siege 
of Split, his native city In Dalma- 
tia. He was, recently loaned to the 
navy as Political Commissar, where 
his Job has been to instruct tho 
crew in . political affairs, and Jceep 
discipline and prevent drinking, 
card-playing and swearing on 
board ship, leaving the captain of 
the ship the task of piloting alone, 
as Is the custom cif the Yugoslav 
Navy. 

The Commissar was impressed 
by the Redpalh Library, which, he 
stated, "is what we need In Yugo- 
slavia, since all our libraries were 
destroyed by the enemy." He vis- 
ited Dean MacMillan and thanked 
him for the books which McGill 
sent to Yugoslavia, and which are 
already beluK used by the students 
there. The Dean replied that he 
hoped more could be done for the 
students of Yugoslavia, and ex- 
pressed the wish that there would 
in future be an Increasing exchange 
of students between Canada and 
Yugoslavia, as "it is only by get- 
ting our peoples togethor that we 
will be able to ensure peace In the 
years. to come." • - 

"Marshal Tito has the .support or 
the whoir Yugoslav people, and of 
90 'per cent of the Serbians alone," 
stated Captain Doric. "Though Ml- 
hailovitch began by fighting against 
the enemy, in February of 1912 he 
went over to the Germans, showing 
that he was fighting not for his 
country but for himself -and the 
king. He is now, considered a trai-

Is Urged in Motion 
By Executive Council 

Called to protest the action 
taken by the Government of 
Argentina against the students of 
thatf country, a meeting of tho 
McGill Students' Society will be 
held in the- Union Ballroom at 
5 p.m. today. A resolution 
strongly urging all students to 
attend this gathering was pass* 
ed by the Students' Executive 
Council last Thursday as a re- 
sult of a petition circulated on 
the Campus last week, and 
signed by over 800 members of 
the student body. G. H. Fletcher, 
secretary of the Students' So- 
ciety, received the petition late 
Thursday afternoon. 

The Council also passed a 
motion condemning the Argen- 
tine Government for its unde- 
inocratic notion in violently sup- 
pressing the peaceful protesta- 
tions of Argentine students 
against their government. . 

Stirred by press reporta de- 
scribing the attaclcs' on Argen- 
tine students during the course 
of which 80 were woundcdj|and 
one girl killed by the^iBuenos 
Aires police, McGifl students 
forinulifted a petition calling for 
a protest meeting. According to 
tlic Constitution of the McGill 
Students' Sociely, a minimum of 
25' members of the Society must 
sign a petition in order to have 
a meeting called. 

Agreement on the backing of 
the petition was reached by tho 
Students' Executive Council and 
the decision made to hold this 
afternoon's meeting.

McGill students liavc taken tlic initiative in 
a matter of tlie greatest importance ... it is 
impossible to describe the pride and gratification 
with ^vllic]l we write tlicse words. The students 
of tl)is university arc meeting tliis afternoon to 
consider ways and means to help their collcapes 
in Argentina who arc still under the yoke of a 
form of fascism. But not only that: on Saturday 
a committee of representative and interested 
students met and formulated four resolutions 
which arc to be presented to the meeting today. 
In this way a lot of tip>e will bo saved which 
would otherwise have been spent in finding the 
correct wording for the motions before the stud- 
ents .The fact that these résolutions have been 
formulated docs not mean that there will not be 
on opportunity to amend them in any way the 
majority may sec fit, but a basis has been estab- 
lished, and the work of the meeting will be far 
lighter. . 

The four resolutions arc to go to the Argen- 
tine Government, to the students of that country, 
to the, Canadian .Government, and to the stud- 
ents of other Canadian universities. The first 
two'mny be regarded as a significant gesture on 
our part ... a message of protest to the oppressor 
and a note of sympathy to the oppressed. But 
the third and fourth resolutions are of far greater 
import; here are two contributions of free, de- 
mocratic students' to the long and hard fight 
against military despotism; moreover, the third 
resolution cannot exist without the fourth, and 
vice versa. An appeal to the Canadian govern* 
ment by McGill students alone would certainly 
not have the effect of a united action by all the 
students of Canada. On<the other hand McGill 's 
action will "give an incentive to the other uni- 
versities who are being kept informed unoffi- 
ciolly by the Canadian University Press, and 
offioially through the Students' Executive Coun-' 
oil, by virtue of an amendment attached to the 
last resolution. If Canada's tiniversities follow 
McGill's lead, some definite action by our gov- 
ernment to help those who are still fighting for 
the basio rights wo defended through six long 
years of war can be expected. 

Wo are glad to note that the committee 
which formulated the resolutions decided to' 
meet again in two weeks to consider tho results 
of tomorrow's action, and to make further plans, 
if necessary. 

As they stand, tho resolutions read well, and 
today's meeting will, serve to brush up on any 
points that may have béen omitted. But before 
any concrete results can be expected from our 
actions, there still remains one important point 
which has to 'be remembered. The meeting has 
been called, because 800 students signed a peti- 
tion demanding an action to ensure the peace 
and prosperity qf the world. But the'pctition and 
tho resolutions will be without the slightest value 
if those who signed the petition consider that 
th^ have done their part by affixing their signa- 
ture to a document. Far from it. Their part in 
this important matter will only begin tomorrow. 

Lot us not return to tho shoulder-shrugging 
era of tho 30*8, when the slogan of political 
escapism in the Western democracies was: 
"What can we do about it?" Let us not witness 
another Munich on the campus of McGill Uni^ 
vcreity, and givo way to the persuasive voice 
of evil. The evil has mony garbs . . . one of them 
Is lethargy. Let those jrfig .woul d rather ha^e

VICEROY sabah!!> 
, "Viceroy Sarah" - as"'a' stage play 
might, have offered some insur- 
mountable obstacles to its players 
and director with regard to pace 
and thus the achievement of an 
atmosphere of gripping suspense, 
but this group of Montreal Reper- 
tory actors and actresses succeeded 
for. the most part in holdbig tho 
intense Interest of : their . audience. 

The sfbry takes place between tho 
years 1704 and 1711 during tho 
rclgn of Queen Anne of England. It 
takes us into the royal palace and 
tells about the Queen herself, her 
husband Prince George of Den- 
mark, and their three very dear 
friends, the Duke and Duchess of 
Majlborough and Lord Godolphln. 
Tho Intent of the author was, of 
course, to make the characters and 
personalities of these people vivid 
^d understandable — every scene 
takes place within the sombre con- 
fines of a palace chamber and con- 
sists of explanatory conversation, 
leaving the impression - of action 
and strength almost entirely to the 
technique of the players. The first 
act seemed a little too slow In , pace, 
but the second , act speeded up and 
the remainder of the play cUmbed 
rapidly to the last scene and 
climax. 

Eileen Clifford as Queen Anne 
and Mary Douglas as Abigail 
Masham," presented some of the 
best character acting of the evening 
in this observer's opbiion. Eileen 
Clifford gave a complete and satis- 
fying piece of acting. Tho climac- 
tic scene was hers and she carried 
it through triumphantly. 

Mary Douglas as Abigail Ma- 
sham. created by her very walk 
and movement ol her head, her 
characterization of : craftiness jand' 
over-ambition' and so spread the at- 
mosphere of discomfort and sus- 
pense. 

Joy Laflcur, in the title role of 
"Viceroy Staah," the Queen's clos- 
est friend, played the' proud and 
beautiful Duchess with the poiso 
and forccfulncss befitting the role 
JncldcnUlly, we quite agree with 
the director's decision to cut tho 
last scene, and end with the cli- 
max, the Queen's heartbreaking 
outburst. It made for an effective 
curtain and completed the strength 
of the enthre plgy^,.^^»^;^. 



STRANGE FRUIT i 

The ' premiere ' performance of 
LUllan Smith's "Strange Fruit," 
staged and presented by Jose Fer- 
rer, was given last Saturday at His 
Majesty's Theatre. To reduce this 
novel to a state of simplicity de- 
manded by such an adaptation 
proved almost too great a task, for 
although some of the scènes were 
wonderfully direct and sincere, the 
play as a whole seemed lengthy 
and cumbersome. There were even 
scenes that could havo been omit- 
ted without effect on the .continu- 
ity of the plot. 

One force, which acted to unify 
the play, was the amazing sets that 
were used. These sets achieved 
something In which the staging it- 
self sometimes failed. They created 
a sweeping background in^front of 
which was presented a concentrated 
part of that background. It was 
simplicity, Involving a great deal 
more than one idea or one Hne of 
thought— it embraced a complete 
perspective, a complete way of life. 

Some of the scenes created the 
same effect, without tho slightest 
difficulty but others scorned to try 
to envelope too many minor details 
for tho good of the main theme. 
This Inconsistency was probably 
the basic weakness of the play. One 
of the most striking example's of 
this was the climactic scene ol the 
death of Tracy Dean and tho fol- 
lowing scene at his home. This 
first contained some of the best 
acting of the , play, creating an at- 
mosphere of hate, fear, uncertainty, 
punctuated by such forceful effects 
as the frightened, confused child 
and Nannie's numb movements. 
Following this, came a performance 
that did litUe justice to' the cast. 
The, scene at Tracy's homo follow- 
ing^bis^death was stilted and al- 
most ^unateur. It was as though 
the words of an elementary drama- 
tic teacher were being whispered 
back stage: keep your down-stage 
foot back, don't turn your back to- 
wards the audience, keep yoiir 
head up. etc etc To say this was an 
antl-dlmax, would bo an under- 
statement 

Nevertheless the theme of the 
play remained direct ajid sincere 
for the leads were magnificent 
Peter Griffith as Tracy Deen was

POLITICAL COMMENT 



PALESTINE AND EUROPEAN . JBWRÏ 



In 1917 the Balfour Declaration, 
an open covenant, openly arrived 
at, assured World Jewry that Brit- 
ain would eventually establish 
Palestine as a Jewish National 
Homeland. It seemed then as if at 
long last the long centuries of suf- 
fering and persecution had ended, 
and. the "wandering" Jew was 
going home. For the Jews who 
went to Palestine began to rebuild 
the physically and spiritually dese- 
crated land— they llteraily caused 
the desert to bloom. From Jewish 
efforts came' a higher standard of 
living for both Jew and Arab, and 
Uie Holy Land began to prosper. 
Despitd all obstacles between the 
two Wars, the foundations of a 
Jewish Commonwealth were estab- 
lished. 

In 1939, the Chamberlain govern- 
ment passed the White Paper 
which Ibnited Jewish. immigration 
to 75,000 over a five-year period, 

and then immigration was to be 
curbed. At tho. time it was an eX' 
pedierit to . win the Arab . merch. 
antsiand landlords: away from. their 
pro-Nazi" lino-- of "iliougiit, J)Ut 
proved only to lose Arab respect 
In the final analysis as teited by 
their complete non-interest In the 
survival of the United NaUons.' 

Today the situation of European 
Jewry Is in desperate plight Over 
five million Jews were slaughtered 
for being just Jews— a fact so stag- 
gering and massive that It is in- 
comprehensible to the -.human 
mind. ■ I. ' 

In July, 1045, Earl 0'. Harrison, 
United States representative on 
tho Inlergovernment Committee on 
Refugees, was .'sent by President 
Truman to investigate the needs of 
displaced persons in Western 
Europe, "particularly the Jews." 
Harrison wroto in his report that 
he had found "glaring inhumanity 
prevailing in many yeaSj" that tho 
liberators werS|w|^^ffî^and In- 
different ar Àîëir^I^uS^opprm^ 
b^d been ' ravage uid'VàisUc,' The 
Harrison Report stated that many 
Jews are Still clothed In hideous 
concentration camp garb, living in 
the fame concentration camps, and 
often unable to present their griev- 
ances, to M ill t à r y Government 
authorities, "because. Ironically, 
they have been obliged to go 
through German employees who 
have not facilitated matters." 

The Jews in Europe were 
slaughtered' for being Jews — the 
remaining few survivors wish to 
live out their broken lives in 
Palestine, and Saj7isoo, recogniz- 



ing that there is no returning to 
the countries of Europe for these 
mentally and physically exhausted 
people, asks that the gates of Pal- 
estine be opened to them. 

Has the British lAbour Govern- 
ment which once so violently op- 
posed the Whlto Paper as "crimi- 
nal," now begun playing the same 
old game of oil politics with Amer- 
ica and power politics with the 
Soviet Union? 

Surely nunklnd has not become 
so callous that [ ^hel first r^etinutof

As generation after generation of -these strange-looking plants 
and fish and underwater animals died, they settled down into 
the mud'Of the ocean bottom; And ail the time, great pre- 
historic rivers were sweeping seaward the remains of animals 
and plants that lived in the forests. Along with millions of 
tons of silt, these too were deposited on the sea floor.

Some of the oil seeped to the new earth's surface, to form 
asphalt pits such as are found in Trinidad and California. 
But most of it was buried thousands of feet below ground level. 
There, mixed with sah water and gas, it soaked into sandy 
pockets and pools where it was trapped and walled in by 
masses of hard rock through which the oil could not seep.
